CHANGES. 



Sonio time ap,o we published an uc- 
oount of a collision botwoen the Lower 
and Upper Houses of LegiBlaturo in 
the Australian colony of Victoria. The 
Assembly saw tho necessity of a cer- 
tain tnrifl, introduced the measure and 
forwarded it to the Council. Tho members 
of tho Uppor House, however, threw out the 
bill, and tho populur chamber, tulsin^ iiui- 
brogo al the action, lucked the tariff measure 
on to the bill of supply, iii the hope that the 
Upper House would, rather than bring Gov- 
ernment to a standstill, pass tho obnoxious 
bill. The Assembly was disappointed. The 
Upper House threw out the supplies, ami the 
Executive was left without any fuuds. The 
occasion has given the English press an 
infinitude of room to comment on colonial 
consiitutions, and show their inefficiency . 
In tho colony of Victoria tho Upper as well 
as the Lower House iseleotive; but while 
the latter is ol trionuial duration the former 
oonlinues for ten years. There is even » 
further divergence from the Imperial system, 
for unlike the House of Lords tho number ol 
members in the Uppor House caunol be in- 
creased ; so that when there is a collision 
betweon the two brandies of Legislature 
thore is no safoty-valvo, and either a violent 
explosion or a total collapse is tho result, lu 
our present unsettled condition, when a new 
constitution for both colonies is, in all pro- 
bability, claiming tho attention of tho Im- 
perial Government, it may not be out of place 
to glance al our present as well as prospec- 
tive relations with the Governor and the 
Upper House 

The hislory of the last session shows us 
what a serious stumbling-block in a country's 
advancement is an irresponsible brunch ol 
govarument. A whole year's labor baa been 
lost, and tho representatives of the people 
are now engaged in tho Sisyphean task ol 
again rolling the stone up tho mountain— 
again endeavoring to build up tho edifice 
which the Council had so wantonly and al- 
most malignantly doslroyed. It would be 
difficult at this state of affairs to Bay tvhal 
our progress in useful legislation shall be the 
present session ; but we think wo aro safe 
in hazarding tho conjecture that the people 
will insist on their voios being heard— no 
matter what may be the result. It is possible 
there may be collisions with the Upper House, 
but if there be, it will be the Council's 
own fault, and, in puro self-defence, wo must 
push the Council to tho wall. Everything 
must now give wny to public exigencies 
The monstrosity of a fow well-paid public 
servants thwarting llio will of the masters 
who pay them has been borno long enough ; 
the absurd outrage must cease. What the 
people of Vancouver Island, through their 
representatives, demand, as essential tu ilie 
woll- being of tho country, they must have. 
There can bo no compromise — no half meas- 
ures, There is a majority in tho Assembly 
backed up by the pooplo outside, vhi are 
determined that uo lurthor timo shall be losl 
in placing on tho statuto book those 
measuros for which the country has soloni; and 
so continuously yearned. If His Excellency 
should be so ill advised us to aid iho Council 
in any factious opposition to tho Assembly 
— or if the Upper House should, on its own 
responsibility, play rha srtmo gamo which 
destroyed the labors of tho l.jwer House last 
session, we must only extract tho kings ol our 
destroyers. We hope, however, no such c!> 
lision may occur. If Guvernor Kennedy is a 
wiso man it will not occur. If those : ••ali- 
ments of popular rights which found in him 
so warm an expounder when he first came 
to the oolony, uro not mere clap-trap things 
to please tho public ear, but earnest expres- 
sions of a sincere worker lor the publio good, 
vro shall have no discoid between nur 
branches of Legislature. Tho present i;- cur* 
tainly no timo to play at cross purposes, and 
no timo to tamper with public patience 
Good legislation — popular legislation is re- 
quired ; and wo hopo that tho " well-under- 
stood wishes of the peoplo " — that haokneyed 
sad niuoh abused term — will bo oorried out. 

It has hoen BUggOStod as a remedy for our 
constitutional difficulties, that both tho Up- 
per and Lower Houso should be made one ; 
and while union was necessarily farther from 
us than il is now wo advocated tho measure 
But, in the words of Abraham Lincoln, '• ii 
is a bad time to BWap horses when you arc 
crossing a stream." In our present " ex- 
pectant '' condition it would, we think, he 
highly injudicious to make any change in our 
constitution. If the proper stops are taken 
vro shall huvo, beforo the lapse of many months, 
a united constitution from tho hands u( the 
Imperial authorities ; instead, therefore, of 
spending timo over temporary affairs 
liko llio schcino suggested, the people 
of both colonics should be devising means to 
lay boforo Iho Home Government their ideas 
on the proposal! chango. In a fow months 
tho British Parliament will meet, and il wn 
as well as the inhabitants of the neighboring 
oolony want to secure ourselves against eomo 
hybrid arrangement, that will givo the Gov- 
ernor in Council the virtual control, wo hud 
butter bu up and doing, and not waste val- 
uable exertions un temporary makeshifts.
